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CONSUL SILLIMAN’S ESCAPE. 

It has been a difficult situation because 59 
many of the elements have been without our 
control and our territory.

I have known for months that some 
such thing could happen and my prayer has 
been that it might not be a calamity.—-Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Injury either by accident or design to Vice 
Consul J. R. Silliman of Saltillo would have) 
been such a calamity in the present delicacy of 
Mexican relations. His fortunate escape through 
many perils relieves anxiety and removes one 
possible cause of increased tension at a moment 
when such tension would be deplorable. 
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BECKER’S SECOND CONVICTION. 

We may be glad that the carnival of perjury 
on both sides in the Becker case is ended. That 
the defense were unprepared for the verdict is 
shown by their whole conduct of the case. Their 
fetuous self-deception as to the strength of the 
prosecution was as great as during the first trial. 
Unsatisfactory as many of the people’s wit- 
nesses were, they helped in establishing a set 
of facts which the defense could not controvert, 
especially by other witnesses of about the same 
character. An audacious directing head with 
an impelling. motive became a necessity to ac- 
count for these incontestible facts. The best 
defense would have been found in testimony 
pointing with equal clearness to direction and 
motive on the part of another. This being im- 
possible and there being no doubt that Rosen- 
thal was killed, certainty as to Becker’s guilt 
became inescapable in the minds of the jurymen. 
The verdict will assist powerfully in the clean- 
up of the New York police. Murder and other 
forms of lawlessness will cease to be merely 
“conventional crimes’ when committed by mem- 
ters of the police force. 
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A MID-VICTORIAN ACCOMPLISHMENT. 
Perhaps a good many of us could spell 700 
different words, if we were permitted to pick the 
700 ourselves, but Wesley Dickson, boss speller of 
Fayetteville and the surrounding regions of St. 
Clair County, IlHnois, was not permitted to do his 
own picking. The 700 he spelled correctly were 
picked for him and picked with special reference 
to testing his orthographic skill—every word a 


representative of dozens of less difficult words of 


which his orthographic mastery .was conceded. 

Wesley's -aspiration- to excel in-a branch of 
learning now deemed archaic and even pedantic is 
the more meritorious because the incentives to ex- 
cel in it are so few. We venture the opinion, 
hopelessly mid-Victorian as it must appear, that 
he will derive quite as much mental discipline 
from it as he could from showier branches as- 
signed a much more important place in the pub- 
lic school curriculum. In addition, he is gaining 
an accomplishment that will be of considerable 
practical use to him in after life, which is more 
than can be said of some of those other more 
showy branches. 


If we should pronounce a criticism it would be 
that in acquiring confidence as to 700 hard words, 
each one representing a numerous class of easier 
words, he is rather carrying the thing to extreme. 
Observation justifies the statement that the total 
vocabulary over which the average citizen is suc- 
cessful in maintaining a confident orthographic 
mastery is considerably less than 700 words.

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DIFFERENT TRADE COMMISSIONS. 

A Post-Dispatch reader accuses us of incon- 
sistency because in one editorial we condemn: 
the plan of trust regulation through a trade | 
commission suggested by Dr. Van Hise, and in 
another we urge the adoption of the administra- 
tion’s trust bills,- one ‘of which’ provides for a 
trade commisston. 

The trade’ commission advocated by Dr. Van 
Hise and President Wilson are similar only in 
mame.

He was the Huerta Secretary of the Interior 
whose duty it was for seven months ‘to sign the 
death warrants of these whose removal by murder 
was decreed. He admits that Senator Comin zuez, 
who led the opposition to Huerta in the Congress 
efterward jailed as a body, was killed. He admits 
that Senator Rendon, Madero’s loyal supporter, 
and others whose only crime was following politi- 
cal ideals higher than those exemplified by 
Huerta were killed. The numbers of those whose 
Innocent blood stained the usurper’s hands were 
So great the doctor was unable to keep a count. 

One charge is that Dr. Urrutia’s sanitarium on 
the outskirts of the capital was converted from 
an agency of health to an agency of speedy, cer- 
tain death. Leaders suspected by Huerta were 
sent there for the “rest cure.” Many of them 
never emerged alive. These are details that 
recall the sinister statecraft of Venice, of other 
medieval Italian republics. 

The view that our Government blundered in 
not recognizing Huerta is singularly persistent. 

American refugees from Mexico emphasize it. 
It. is encountered occasionally even among intelli- 
gent persons in this country. Instances are tri- 
umphantly cited in which we have been less cir- 
cumspect about recognizing Latin-American Presi- 
dents who have risen by revolution. 

None will be left who admit this view when the 
full history of the regime that began with Ma- 
dero’s murder and was perpetuated by assassina- 
tion is known. The victims of quick death were 
dealt with more mercifully than those thrown 
into filthy prisons. The Americans liberated 350 
of them from San Juan de Ulloa when Vera Cruz 
was captured. 

The grim old usurper has some qualities we 
must. admire. But the detestation in which the 
tool Urrutia is held evidences the detestation in 
which the ruthless principal must be held by 
right-thinking people. Somber as is the fate that 
seems to be in store for him, we must be pre- 
pared to admit, when his downfall comes, that it 
is not unjust and undeserved.

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SOME OF VILLA’S . GENERALS.

The very size of the centra] army has 
made it necessary for Villa to associate 
with himself several other officers, all 
acknowledging their allegiance to Car- 
ranza as the chief of the revolution. 
First among these ts Gen. Felipe An- 
geles, the noted artillery commander. 
He was for many years superintendent 


Joe the military school at Chapultepec, 


is the idol of the officers of the army, 
and beloved by the people, who point to 
the fact that he is a poor man, though 
for so long an army officer, in proof 
that he is honest. He was educated in 
Europe and is well known in the United 
States among military and civil officials 
who have been stationed at Mexico 
City. During the bombardment of the 
capital in the uprising against Madero, 
Angeles realized that Huerta was not 
making the proper effort to take the 
citadel, held by Felix Diaz, and offered 
to take it himself, if Madero would fur- 
nish him the soldiers and cannon. But 
Madero was unable or unwilling to dis- 
trust Huerta. 


After the assassination of Madero, 
Gen. Angeles went to Europe, where he 
left his family, and, returning to Amer- 
ica, offered his services to Carranza. It 
will be well to bear his name in mind. 
Some observers who doubt the ability 
ef Carranza to rule Mexico consider 
Gen. Angeles the strong man of the rev- 
olution. It was doubtless through his 
influence as Villa's chief of staff and 
artillery commander at Torreon that the 
rules of civilized warfare were regarded 
in the assault upon that city. Another 
of Villa’s officers at Torreon was Gen. 
Maclovio Herrar, one of the natural 
born: soldiers developed by the revolu- 
tion. He was formerly a quiet busi- 
ness man of Chihuahua City, who 
espoused the cause of the revolution 
under Madero. ‘ 


Another is Gen. Torribio Ortega, also 
of Chihuahua, who won a captainship 
during the Madero revolution. Still an- 
other is Gen. Aguirre Benavides, born 
in Coahuila, of an aristocratic family. 
and well known throughout Mexico. He 
played the leading part in the battle of 
San Pedro and in the pursuit and rout 
of Velasco's army. Then there is Gen. 
Thomas Urbina, the well-known mill- 
tary expert, enlisting during the Ma- 
dero revolution. Villa, though Com- 
mander-Chief of the Central Army, 
must divide his fame with these, in his 


recent victories.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 23.—Several 
changes in church policy and church 
crganization were recommended wien 
the Systematic Beneficence Committee 
reported today to the general assembly 
cf the Southern Presbyterian Church in 
the United States. 

One of these provides for a new office 
~ that of educational secretary. This of- 
ficer, it is proposed, shall serve under 
the four executive committees of the 1s- 
sembly—foreign missions, home mis- 
sions, “education and Sunday School. 
Citther recommendations are to give exe- 
cutive secretaries more latitude in their 
work and to increase the scope of the 
woman’s council. 

One million dollars is asked for 
foreign rissions and one half: million 
for home missions. 

More than a 1000 bright, young min- 
isters are needed by the church it was 
asserted in the report on Christian Edu- 
cation and Ministerial Relief. The 
dearth of pulpitmen is a question that 
is worrying most churches, it was said.

He does not hesi- 
tate to charge much of the unhealthy 
trend of the contemporaneous drama to 
the influence of Ibsen, the master vir'- 
sectionist of the monstrous in human 
nature. It is his conviction that the 
poetic spirit in drama has been too long 
suppressed, that wholesome imagination 
has been too greatly restricted, that 
playwrights have devoted themselves too 
exclusively to a study and presentation 
of the ugly aspects of life.

The stage 
space is large because, while it will be 
used only with the usual equipment of 
an American stage, it also will be pro- 
vided with the most recent continental 
devices for effective lighting and the 
expeditious shifting of scenery. The com- 
mittee appointed to raise the funds nec- 
essary to pay the cost of the new build- 
ing includes Mrs. Fiske, Margaret An- 
Slin, John Drew, John Craig, Charles 
Rann Kennedy, Winthrop Ames, Ed- 
ward Knoblauch and Percy Mackaye. 

It is quite confidently believed that 
the establithment of: such a playhouse 
at Harvard University will finely stim- 
ulate a proper love of the drama and 
offer that encouragement to a study of 
the arts of playing, playwriting ani:

23-foot life boat and a powerful, 24- 
foot motor launch. At the spot where 
the vessel is thought to have gone 
down, long rollers from the North 
Atlantic break over the jagged rocks 
in the calmest weather, and all ves- 
sels give the spot a wide berth. The 
Canadian Marine Department holds 
out little hope that any of the crew

Despite Reports of Safety at Vera Cruz, Returning 
Americans Say Huerta Is Massing Men 
Outside City Who Are Anxious 
to Attack Smaller Force.

GALVESTON, Tex., 
While official | reports from Vera 
Cruz tend to indicate that all ts 
about Gen. Funston’s lines, 


American officers and others who 
have returned to Galveston on United 
States vessels are talking freely of 
the dangerous conditions which con- 
front the American army. 

The General, with his 6000 regulars, 
backed by as many more marines, are 
dcing everything possible to hold all 
they have gained, but opposed to 
them, forming a semicircle extending 
from Orizaba on the north, through 
Tambladers, Paso del Macho, Jalapa 
to Tejar on the south, are distributcd 
17,000 Mexicans, comprising all 
branches of service, splendidly 
equipped and anxious for a trial ‘of 
strength with the American invaders. 

Such was the declaration made ‘o- 
day by Harry L. Dunn, ill in the hods- 
pital here, who is just back from Vera 
Cruz, where he spent two weeks on 
Gen. Funston's picket line, making 
frequent visits to the Mexican forces 
forming a semicircle about the Ameri- 
can commander, and talking freely 
with both American and Mexican cf- 
ficers, gaining information which 
would indicate that, were it not for 
the near presence of the American 
warships, the American military 
force now holding Vera Cruz would 
have a tremendous task holding a 
footing on Mexican soil. 

“Mexican refugees,’’ said Mr. Dunn, 
“who are coming into Vera Cruz 
through the American lines in large 
numbers, bring in evidence of the zath- 
ering back of the picket lines establish:-d 
by Gen. Pena of large bodies of troaps.”’ 

The fact that Gen. Villa is finding the 
way to Saltillo so weakly defended is 
pointed out as indicating that Huerta is 
drawing large number:of men from op- 
posing the advance of the rebels and 
placing them in a position for hurling 
them against the Americans now hold- 
ing the city.

Seven miles north of Vera Cruz, near 
Orizaba,j are about 2000 infantrymen, 
commanded by Rafael Ruiz. These men 
are co-operating with Huerta against 
the invaders, their hatred of the Amer- 
icans being greater than their dislike for 
Huerta. As the Americans are not 
expected to move in this direction, they 
are merely forming part of a line of 
opposition to be developed later. 

At the outpost opposite the water- 
works are said to be 200 men, mixed 
cavalry and infantry, many of the 
former being drawn from the_ rurales.

Letter to St. Louis Bar Suggests 
It Would Expedité Supreme 
Court Work. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 23.— 
Judge Henry W. Bond of the Missour' 
Supreme Court, commenting on proposed 
changes in the substantive law. in a let- 
ter made public today, advocates the 
adoption of the “English method and 


procedure as a pattern to be followed 
as closely as consistent with our consti- 
tution.”’ 

The letter was written by Judge Bond 
to the commission appointed by the St. 
Louis Bar Association to draft proposed 
changes in the Missouri law of pro- 
cedure and reviews. The letter follows: 
“Mr. James C. Jones, Chairman Com- 
mittee, St. Loufs Bar Association, St. 
Louis, Mo.: 

‘Dear Sir—I have not had time to ex- 
amine al] the changes in the substantive 
law proposed in the printed report of 
your committeé; which has’ just beeu 
received. I feel a keen interest in the 
adoption of some plan for judicial re- 
form in the trial courts and especially 
for shortening and simplifying appellate 
procedure and expediting the work of 
the Supreme Court and the courts of 
appeals. 


Would Follow English Law. 
“It seems to me that it would be wise 
to adopt, as far as it can be made ap- 
plicable to our institutions, the present 


book shelves of the lawyers from many 
reiterations of A B C law, and it would 
enable them still to hear from this 
court any question of novelty or of 
great importance, or when its previous 
rulings were reconsidered. 


Would Expediate Work. 
“Tf the idea thus suggested could be

“IT have jotted these suggestions very 
hastily for the consideration of your 
committee. I regard the measure of 
judicial reform and simplification of. 
procedure as one of the most vital char- 
acter and trust the Legislature will 
take it up in that spirit.

OLYMPIC TIMBER 
AMONG ATHLETES 
IN BIG MEET nERt 


Many Valley Conference Stars 
Have Performed Close to 
Record Marks. 


Many of the athletes entered in the 
Missouri Valley Conference meet which 
will be staged here next Saturday morn- 
ing at Francis Field, Washington Uni- 
versity, are good enough to make the 
trip with the elect of Uncle Sam to the 
Olympic championships at Berlin in 
1916, according to local men who com- 
peted at Stockholm. 

There are about eight men entered 


in the meet who have made records 
which are of a sutficiently high standard 
to take them to the world’s games, if a 
team were picked today; and if these 
men can hoid their form or improve a 
little, there is no doubt that they will 
make the trip in 1916. 

Four of these men who look good 
from a national viewpoint belong to the 
great track team of Stanford Univer- 
sity. They are Bonnett, the half miler 
on the team, Murray, the hurdler, Wil- 
son, the miler, and Krohn, the _ pole 
vaulter. 


Bonnett Runs Great Race. 
of the greatest half 
produced—the

of Yale. Bonnett did the 
half-mile in 1 minute 54 3-5 seconds in 
the Stanford U.—California U, dual meet 
April 18. This is good enough to make 
any team picked by James E. Sullivan. 

Wilson of Stanford also looks good 
enough to represent the flag at Berlin 
in the mile run, if he continues his good 
work. He showed a 4 minute 20 1-6 
second mile in the same meet where 
Bonnett made his record breaking race. 
Wilson’s mark is the best made in the 
country this year. 

The hurdling of Murray is also Class 
A. Murray has done two 1b 2-5 races 
in the high hurdles, this year—and hurd- 
lers with worse marks than this made 
the team which went to Stockholm in 
1912. Ward of Chicago also has the class 
to bear the starry shield at Berlin for 
he is also done two 15 2-5 performances 
in the high sticks this season. 

The high hurdles will be a great race 
to watch with at the meet, next Satur- 
day, for there are three or four other 
men entered who will take the hurdles 
with these men to fight for the inches 
at the tape. 


Thatcher an All-Around Star. 


Thatcher of Missouri U. looks as if he 
might make the Olympic honor, if not 


in the discus throw, he surely ought to 
go as an entry in the Pentathlon. 
Thatcher, although he has not been do- 
ing very well this year, has thrown close 
to the’ world’s record with the Greek 
missle in practice, and last year he 
showed up the bona fide college man 
at the Penn Relay games at Philadel- 
rhia. He is good in the javelin throw 
also, is fast in the 220-yard dash, and 
is good enough as-an all-round man to 
compete creditably in the _  five-event 
classic of the Greek games revival. — 
Although there is no reason why the 
sport world should get coquettish over 
the registering of cood time by watches 
in the hands of men out in Colorado, 
still it comes from very good authority 
that Cline of Colorado University is a 
yonderful sprinter. He is said to have 
done 9 4-5 seconds this yéar, and even 
though the timers out in Colorado might 
fib a fifth of a second, a good ten- 
second man is desirable Olympic timber. 


Cowman Beaten by Greenness. 
Cowman, of Rolla School of Mines, 
although his records do not show he 


is a wonderful man, is undoubtedly 
a great runner in the quarter mile. 
Last year all that stopped the miner 
from copping: the two furlong event 
at the Missouri Valley meet, here was 
inexperience. Cowman was 10 vards 
ahead of the field, after taking a siz- 
zling clip, and fell exhausted to.the 
track with home, victory and a great 
mark in sight, 10 yards away. The 
lad had run himself out the day be- 
fore, qualifying in the 100 yards, 220 
yards and quarter mile run, and his 
slight frame could not quite recuper- 
ate fror. the strain, especially as he 
did not sleep the night before from 
nervousness at the prospect of ap- 
pearing in his first big race. 

This year Cowman has the exper- 
lence to guide him, and there will be 
a sorry bunch of theory miners in 
Rolla if he does not cop the classic 
quarter. 

Many of these men may not win, as 
track men are more fickle than great 
southpaws; but if they continue to 
show the form they og in the past 
they will surely go to Berlin with the 
pride of the nation to Berlin.

10 PASS: SOME 
HIGHWAY LAN 


A. A. A. Officials Confident Ses- 
sion Will Not End Without 
Some Measure for Federal 
Aid on Highways. 


“That Congress will come through 
this session with a good roads bill 


ly probable. Congress is overwhelming- 


ly in favor of good roads legislation. 


This is election year, and the members 
rural districts fully 
realize that no single measure would 
endear them to their constituents to 
quite the same extent as an appropria- 
tion from the Federal treasury to help 
in the building of good roads.” 

This is the comment of George C. 
| Diehl, chairman of the National Good 


of Congress from 


bile Association, which is an 
factor throughout the country in high- 
ways progress. Continuing, Mr. Diehl 
says: 

“Out of the wilderness of good roads 
bills, the confusing array of statistics, 
the torrent of good roads oratory (in- 
tended primarily for home consumption), 
certain basic features have been evolved 
which will undoubtedly be incorporat- 
ed in the legislation to be enacted this 
year. 

Deals With States Only. 

“The first essential feature is that 
the Federal Government shall deal with 
no political unit smaller than the state. 
There are nearly 3000 counties and 30,- 
010 townships in the United States, thus 
making 538,000 units which the Federal 
Government .must deal with if it un- 
dertakes to give Federal aid on a local 
basis. This, from an administrative 
standpoint, would be almost impossible. 
and certainly enormously = expensive. 
From a political standpoint, the pres- 
sure which would be exerted upon the 
individual Congressman by the cpunties 
and townships in his district, each try- 
ing to get a hand into the Federal 
treasury, would be so persistent and 
sc relentless that self-respecting men 
would throw up the job, leaving the 
field open to the political wire-pullers. 
The realization of these fatal defects 
in any plan of extreme localization ren- 
ders absolutely certain the adoption of 
the state as the smallest unit. 

‘It may be accepted as equally cer- 
tain that no Federal aid plan will re- 
ceive the stamp of congressional ap- 
proval unless it provides some measure 
of self-help on the part of the state. 
There are more than 2,250,000 miles of 
public road in the United States, and 
less than 10 per cent of this mileage 
can be dignified with the tiite, ‘im- 
proved roads.’ 

Problem One of Selection. 

“If the Federal Government should 
attempt to pav the entire cost of such 
construction or maintenance as it might 
undertake, it would be confronted with 
the problem of selecting from 2,000,000 
miles of unimproved roads such small 
percentage as could be constructed or 
maintained without bankrupting' the 
Tederal treasury; Or it would have to 
make its contribution for each mile of 
road so small as to accomplish no tan- 
gible results, and leave the roads at 
the end of a term of vears no better 
than thev were at the beginning of 
Federal aid. 

“The present sentiment congres- 
sional circles is for an automatic check 
upon Federal aid in the form of a 
state contribution; and this feature will 
undoubtedly be incorporated in legis- 
lstion to be adopted. Gradually, the 
dangers of political abuse under the 
‘road rental’ plan, to say nothing ot 
its weakness as a means of bringins 
about tangible road improvements, have 
sc impressed our legislators as to in- 
cline many former rental adherents to 
the ‘co-operative’ plan.”’

LONDON TRADE IS QUIET 


Foreigners Are Not Certain 
Over Future of Money 
Market. 


3y Leased Wire From the New York 
Burenu of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 23.-—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly finan- 
lal review today, says: 
“It is to be noped that Mr. Mellen’s 


testimony, as to what got the New 
Haven into trouble, may be supple- 
mented by the testimony of some one 
else. Mr. Mellen’s narrative of some 
extraordinary things that were done 
with the New Haven’s money was 58° 
undoubtedly interesting that most 
people have not observed how little 
light his explanations threw on wh) 
eertain “deals” and purchases were 
eontemplated at all. 

“The general result of his testimony 
was to present a picture, which might 
easily appear to show concerted and 
deliberate plundering of the property 
by other people, while Mr. Mellen, as 
its president, looked on with mild 
disapproval, shook his head when he 
heard of the misuse of the corpora- 
tion’s money, and sometimes went 8 
far as to ask the reason for it. 

“Perhaps there is nothing to be 
added to this picture; but it must be 
described as somehow giving a sense 
of incompleteness. It is quite impos- 
sible to gather what Mr. Mellen really 
thought of the whole performance. 

“So far as his testimony threw any 
light on how the New Haven’s money 
had been wasted and its” credit 
shaken, it was careful to place the 
full burden of blame on Mr. Mor- 
gan. Yet, having explained with 
great circumstantiality and detail, 
how some fifty millions was, in his 
judgment as the president of the 
road, entirely thrown away under Mr, 
Morgan's auspices, Mr. Mellen round- 
ed up his testimony by declaring that 
the troubles of the company were due 
to Mr. Morgan’s death, and that had 
he lived and continued to control its 
pelicy, the New Haven would still be 
paying dividends. 

The New Haven Problem, 

“But this is manifestly nonsense. 
Either Mr. Mellen's testimony as to 
fucts, or his inference from the facts, 
is unworthy of respect; for the two are 
wholly incompatible. 

“If it is meant that, had Mr. Mor- 
gan lived, the New Haven presidency 
would have remained in Mellen’s hands, 
and that Mr. Mellen, in the presidency, 
would have gone on paying dividends, 
that at least would have been intelligi- 
ble. 

“During the last six years in which the 
company paid dividends, the annual re- 
ports confessed some $10,000,000 deficit. 
and the expert accountant who examin- 
ed its books for the Interstate State 
Commission held that, in all, $60,000,00) 
unearned Jividends had been paid. Un- 
cdoubtedly Mellen, with a longer term, 
might have continued to increase that 
deficit. 

“This, liowever. would scarcely have 
solved the New Haven’s problem. Nor 
would the funding into bonds, of what 
Mr. Mellen calls the New Haven’s $3%3,- 
(w,000 floating debt, have helped, if the 
policy of reckless extravagance in cap!- 
ial expenditure, which had been the 
characteristic of his whole regime, had 
been continued. 

“What is most evident, at this junc- 
ture in the inquiry. is that the whole 
stor of the wrecking of the New Haven 
property has not yet been told. When 
the full details of the transactions, part- 
ly dragged already into public view, are 
known, we shall be able to see even 
more clearly than before, what was the 
real nature of that ‘new financial era’ 
which began in 1901. 

Gold Exports Are Heavy. 

“That the continuing large outflow 
of gold is itself primarily an index to 
the reduced activity of general trade 
at home, is plain enough.

“Refore that legislation—which is 
properly supplemented by the terms 
of the new banking and currency act, 
érsistent gold outflow often meant: 
First, that our currency supply was 
itself improperly regulated. and, sec- 
ond, and of more importance, that the 
redemption facilities 
were threatened. 

“The ontward movement of this 
season in no ftespect presents that 
possibility. It is more normal, from 
a strict economic point of view, than 
the fact that England's April gold 
export movement was $11,500,900 
greater than in 1913. 

“In this country the outflow would 
he very promptly checked, if request 
for capital to use in trade should in- 
crease. The real phenomenon of the 
moment is the absence of such de- 
mand, and the inactivity of trade that 
causes it. 

“Prices on leading shares were 
fractionally higher on the week.

Receipts of native cattle for tne cur- 
rent week show very little change from 
the preceding week or from a year a&0 
An increase in the aggregate offermngs, 
however, was caused by heavy Texas 
receipts. General quality of native fat 
steer and heifer offerings this week 
was hardly mp to the recent standard, 
although several droves of good cattle 
were included. The market on heavy 
finished steers, also on medium grades 
of cattle, ruled quite sluggish, with buy- 
ers bearish in the extreme. It took % 
right nice class of fat, heavy steers to 
command $8.75, while pretty good kinds 
were selling at $8.50. Buyers were pat- 
tial to yearlings and gave strong prices 
for the trim light weights, which sold 
in many instances at $9. = 

The butcher cattle market, except [0° 
very choice, handy weight heifers, was 
affected by the larger runs of Texas 
grassers. Medium-fleshed and heavy, 
fat heifers were slow sale and 1l0c to 
lbc lower. Prime light-weight heifers 
held strong, with a top on straight loads 
of heifers at $8.75. 

Cows in Sharp Slamp. 

Cows came in for more punishment 
at the hands of buyers this week than 
any other class of cattle, dropping 1lb< 
to 25c on general runs and 2c to 40 
in extremes. This applies to flesh) 
grades of cows that come in competition 
with soutnern grass steers. Canuers 
cows held about steady. 

Bulls were steady to 10c lower. 

Veal calves opened strong, but dropped 
2c to 50c late Tuesday. Wednesday they 
held steady. a 

The stock cattle trade was on a loc 
to 2sc lower basis this week, it taking 4 
right good grade of stockers to bring 
$8. The dry weather throughout Mis 
souri and Southern Lllinois the past 
three weeks has played havoc with the 
stock cattle demand. General rains 
would greatly relieve the condition o! 
the market. 

For the first half of this week right 
at 175 cars of Southern cattle have 
come to market, mostly South Texas 
grassers. These sold largely at $7 to 
$7.65, with fed steers from that State 
bringing $7.85. Market ruled steady 
to a dime lower. The offering out of 
canner territory, or the southeastern 
states, has been very light. Market on 
a nominal basis. One lot of Texas 
gross steers made a high record for 
prices at $5.25@8.40. 

The receipts of hogs were a little 
better than for a long time, with the 
exception of the previous week.

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POTTON SUFTERS A [HESSIAN FLY REPORTS 


SEVERE SETBACK 
FRUM COOL NIGHTS 


East of the River District, Previ- 
ously in Fine Shape, Is 
Getting Late. 


The weather during the week has been 
deciaedly unfavorable for cotton over 
the entire belt. The excellent conditions 


that existed in the Atlantic and Gulf 
states were reassuring and rather tended 
to neutralize, as far as prices were con- 
cerned, the very poor condition of cot- 
ton in Texas and Oklahoma. But now 
come reports from all these states of 
temperatures that are too cool for germ- 
ination and growth and in some states 
serious lack of moisture. 

These reports are from Washington 
and are unbiased. The weekly United 
States report, under date of May 19, may 
be referred to without question because 
the weather since that time has been al- 
most exactly a continuation of that ex- 
isting prior to the report. 


North Carolina is not in bad condition, 
but’ needs rain and slightiy warmer 
nights. In South Carolina there have 
been a few showers, but general rains 
are badly needed and ‘seed has not prop- 
erly germinated either in the case of the 
first planting or of replanting. Alabama 
reports ‘‘dry and unusually cool weath- 
er, with abundant sunshine. Cotton gen- 
erally shows a good stand, but cool 
nights retard its growth.”’ 

Mississippi Needs Warmth, 

Mississippi: ‘“‘Crop growth was retard- 
ed by cold, dry weather, but not perma- 
nently injured if warm weather and rain 
follow. Late planted cotton is not com- 
ing up.”’: Louisiana: ‘‘Cotton is doing 
fair in the south, but is from two to 
four weeks late in the north and dying 
in some localities on account of cold.” 
Texas: ‘“‘The week was wet and cool, de- 
laying cultivation and planting. Cot- 
ton is decidedly late and thick with 
weeds; some planting is not yet done in 
northern. sections. It is beginning to 
bloom in the Rio Grande Valley, but the 
boll weevil is appearing there and in the 
Southwest.”’ 

In Arkansas and Tennessee the weath- 
er was said to be too cold and dry for 
cotton. Oklahoma: “It wus too cold 
and wet for cotton and some must be 
replanted.”” « 

Under such conditions, unless speedily 
corrected, much acreage will of necessity 
be abandoned because it !s doubtful if 
sufficient fertile seed for a secund re- 
planting is easily obtained. 

Prices in the future markets have ad- 
vanced from $3 to $4 qa bale for the new 
crop positions, the difference between 
the summer and wirter months narrow- 
ing sharply. Spot markets have ad- 
vanced quotations all the way up to half 
a cent a pound and there is a decidedly 
better demand for cotton. 

Sales Are Heavier. 

Sales have been quite large and sellers 
are not making concessions to effect 
sales even on the lower grades, wiile 
the good grades are taken with avidity. 
As is usually the rule, the advancing 
market is a great stimulus to buyers 
and the demand is increasing as the 
market goes higher. It may be noted 
that quotations in Liverpool extend well 
into next summer. This in the past few 
years has indicated increased interest in 
the market. 

Mills in this country have not heen 
cheerful over the %Susiness_outlook, but 
in Europe things have been better, es- 
pecially in Great Britain. Tire pessimism 
of domestic mills, however, is at times 
misleading and it would seem that the 
acquisition gf a mili and an unhappy 
disposition is simultaneous. , 

In the export end of the dry goods 
market there is nothing doing, but stocks 
of goods are not large and a better de- 
mand from exporters would permit con- 
siderable activity among the mills. 

Spinners have had to reduce the price 
of their yarns, but are now thouzht to 
be where there can be no further re- 
duction; the sharp advance in the price 
of cotton absolutely forbids it. Stocks 
of cotton in the mills are not large and 
a better demand for yarn would put 
spinners in a position to buy cotton 
freely. At present they are buying for 
immediate needs only. 

The Stock certificated cotton in 
New York is unusually even running’ 
in grade and might prove an attrac- 
tive proposition to large dealers, who 
are able to take care of big blocks 
of it, and it makes going short of the 
summer months a dangerous business. 

As an example—of the stock of 
88,000 bales, 59.571 bales consist of 
fully low middling, low middling, 
and strict good ordinary (only three 
grades), only 13,424 bales average 
middling tinged. 

Theer are 8083 bales strict low mi-l- 
dling, 2745 bales of middling and 
barely middling, 1630 pood ordinary. 
and the balance scattered lots of good 
grades. 

It is an impracticable 
to attempt to ship cotton to New 
York at present differences; that 
market being below a parity with 
Spots, generally, and in July con- 
tracts particularly: the latter are 
about 135 points under July-August 
in Liverpool. 
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HOLD WHEAT 


Prices Rise in Early Week, Only to Lose Ad- 
vance Later—Corn and Oats © 
Are Strong. 
SATURDAY’S COMPARATIVE FUTURE QUOTATIONS. 
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There was a crop scare in the wheat 
market last week, but it failed to last. 
Prices rose 2% cents in the early trad- 
ing, only to lose it all as the week 
closed. Final quotations showed only 
small changes from _ the _ preceding 
week's close. 

Hessian fly damage reports were the 
force back of the ‘advance and if one 
read the con:mission house wires it was 
easy to imagine that the wheat crop of 
Missouri, Illinois and Kansas would be 
devoured overnight by these industrious 
speculative pests. 

As is usual in crop scares, especially 
on fly damage, when the authentic crop 
reports began to come in, it Was appar- 
ent that the damage had been materially 
magnified for speculative purposes. And 
the sum total of the week’s crop news, 
looked at from an unbiased standpoint, 
is that the crop has been damaged W 
to 40 per cent in a few localities in Mis- 
souri and Illinois, has minor areas of 
scattered fly damage in Kansas and Ne- 
braska. but on the whole promises &a 
crop never before equaled in the winter 
wheat belt, provided that seasonable 
weather :s maintained until harvest. — 

On May 1 the Government crop esti- 
mate placed the winter wheat yield at 
632,000,000 bu, which would permit of a 
shrinkage from fly damage and dry 
weather of over 100,000,000 bu, and still 
leave the crop the same as a year ago, 
or 623,000,000 bu, which was a record- 
breaking yield. 

There is, of course, the possibility of 
further damage to winter wheat, if the 
weather continues dry and temperatures 
rise abnormally in the next two weeks. 
In Kansas and the Southwest, however, 
reports indicate that the soil contains 
sufficient moisture to carry the crop 
close to harvest, and only seasonable 
showers ure needed to bring it to ma- 
turity. 

Spring wheat reports have been uni- 
versally good and the crop is starting 
the actual growing season under very 
favorable conditions. 

A year ago the spring wheat crop 
was short by 100,000,000 bu, but the de- 
ficiency was more than made up in win- 
ter wheat; so this factor must neces- 
sarily be taken into careful considera- 
tion when looking at the crop from the 
ultimate standpoint of the speculator. 

The visible supply of wheat in Europe 
this week amounts to _ 76,824,000 bu, 
against 73,860,000 bu last week, showing 
an increase of. 2,900,000 bu. Last week 
there was an increase of 62,000 bu and 
last year a decrease of 1,300.90 bu, when 
the total amounted to 86,100,000 bu. 

The Price Current said: “There are 
persistent reports of damage to win- 
ter wheat by Hessian fly in Illinois, 
Missouri and Kansas, but the extent 
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of the damage done is uncertain. We 
do not believe that the total produc- 
tion is materially reduced as yet, al- 
though the situation appears to be 
somewhat critical We estimate the 
winter wheat crop of the principal 
surplus producing states as follows: 
Ohio, 45,276,000 bi? Indiana, 45,384,- 
000: Illinois, 49,754,000; Missouri, 43,- 
363,000: Lowa, 8,838,000; Nebraska, 
63,954,000; Kansas, 114,722,000; Okla- 
homa, 30,344,000; total, 401,344,000. 
Same states last year, 329,019,000; in- 
crease, 72,616,000.” 

Milling and Grain News says: “Cor- 
respondents’ reports indicate that 
Hessian flies have appeared in _ in- 
creased numbers in Missouri and IIli- 
nois with the area of infecticn great- 
est in Missour’. In Carroll, Ray, Char- 
iton and Pike counties considerable 
damage has already been done. Sa- 
line, Cooper and Lafayette counties 
have a trace of fly, but so far the 
damage has been small. Weather con- 
ditions during the week were rather 
favorable for the further - develop- 
ment of the fly. Generally speaking 
the red winter wheat crop is in fair 
condition, and soil conditions remain 
satisfactory, except in LDllinois, where 
some moisture is needed.”

Making an Electric Current 


Transformer at Home 


T fs often necessary to employ a small 
transformer for the purpose of low- 
ering the tension of an alternating 

‘ current in order to use this for 

operating low-voltage electric lamps, 
electric bells, ete. Such transformers 
can be bought at any 
electric supply store, 
but as they are not | 
cheap it may be use 
ful to amateur electri 
cians to know how 


made at home, rig. 1. 

it is just as easy to 
make a transformer that will increase 
the voltage, but this is mot nearly so 
often needed, besides involving consider- 
able danger except in the hands of ex- 
perts. 


The dimensions of the little apparatus 
described and illustrated here may be 
varied according to circumstances, but 
the amateur would better stick fairly 
close to those given if he desires to have 
a transformer that does just the work he 
lays out for it. 

Suppose we have an alternating cur- 
rent of 110 volts and 42 periods, and

windings. This frame may have any one 
of several different forms, but that il- 
lustrated in Fig. 1 is the most convenient.

It is on the central. part A of this block 
that the windings are to be made. But 
it would be impossible to wind directly 
pen the block, so the job ‘must be done 
on a rectangular 
cardboard spool, 
which is then 
placed-upon the 
block in a way 
to be described 
further on. 

The spool must 
have the form shown in Fig. 3, and its 
dimensions must be as follows: Length 
of the interior hole, B—C, 115 milli- 
meters; width of same, 36 mm.; height 
A—D, 30 mm.; uniform width- of 
flanges E-—F, 33 mm. it can easily 
be made in three parts, of thin card: 
a strip folded to make the central 
part and ¢wo flat flanges with the form

vent crumpling it is,well to make this 
spool around a core of wood cut to the 
right size ani projecting far enough to 
permit of easy handling. Having glued 
this together, it must be covered inside 
and out with an insulating vagnish made 
by dissolving 10 or 15 parts of white 
flake shellac in 100 parts of wood alco- 
hol. As soon as_this is quite dry the 
wood core mast be replaced er the spool 
will become deformed. 

Now it is ready for winding. As the 
wire Yor the secondary circuit is the 
larger, this is the one with which we 
begin. It should be of two millimeters 
diameter and insulated with two layers 


of cotton. Begin by inserting the end of 
the wire through the hole t (Fig. 4). 
leaving 30 or 40 centimeters of it for 


making connections. Now wind it evenly 


around the body of the spool, pressing 
each turn against its neighbor. As soon 
as one layer is finished varnish it well. 
Continue winding and varnishing each 
layer until you

of the wire through another hole in the 


flange of the spool. Bind the winding 


tightly wih several turns of thin ribbon 
soaked in varnish. 

This is to separate it from the wires 
carrying the primary current, which are 
now to be wound in the same way. For 
this purpose use 334 turns of copper wire 
eight-tenths of a millimeter in diameter, 
insulated with two layers of cotton, and 
varnish each layer as before. 

If the wires have been wound carefully 
they should just fill the spool, after they 
have been wrapped in several turns of 
ribbon and varnished. You will need 
from 30 to 35 meters of the thick wire 
and from 180 to 200 meters of the fine.

block, cut each piece o& plate along the 
dotted lines BB in Fig. 2, and bend 
these back as shown in Fig. 5. This 
will permit the insertion of each plate. 
it is necessary to put the cut side of 
the plates alternately at the top and 
at the bottom of the spool. in addi- 
tion, the plates must be separated by 
thin paper, varnished. This can be stuck 
upon the plates before they are cut and 
pent. As each plate is put in place its 
‘ent tongues must be pressed back fat. 

When all the plates are in place the 
apparatus must be made rigid by press- 
ing the upper and lower parts together 
between strips of irén joined by rods 
and bolts, as shown in Fig. 6. The bent 
ends of these strips are to be screwed 
down to a plate of marble, slate or even 
of asbestos-covered wood. 

The transformer is now fihished and 
all you have to do is te connect the 
wires, not forgetting to insert in the 
thick wire a circuit-breaker fusible for 
two amperes and an interrupter that 
will enable you 
to cut off the 
transformer. The 
ends of the fine 
wire will carry 
the low-voltage 
current to the 
lamps or other 
apparatus, and 
the intensity de- 
livered can run up to six or eight 
amperes. , 

In making transformers for othr 
voltages the method is the same, but the 
form and dimensions vary. To trans- 
form a 27 volt current to five volts it is 
better to use an instrument like that 
shown in Fig. 7. Enough iron plates 
should be used to make the metal biock 
27 millimeters thick. The outer dimen- 
sions should be 130x85 millimeters and 
the central hole should be 50x25 milli- 
meters. For the secondary winding use 
35 turns of 0.88 millimeter wire and for 
the primary winding 680 turns of 0.4 
wmillimeter wire.

Cold baths are. also 
recommended for many conditions in 
which we now know they are useful al- 
thoue» in Wesley's time they were w §l- 
ly neglected by the medical profession.

Of 
the 160 drugs he recommended, half of 
them are still in the U. S. Pharmacope‘ta 
and a nember of others were there un- 
til a few years ago. Most of the remain- 
der are mentioned in the standard 
medicas at present. He was singularly 
ahead of his time in the important mat- 
ter of pathology of iteh: his proverb, 
“cleanliness is next to Godliness,” is stiil 
needed. .Wesley’s failure to improve 
methods of miedical practice seem nos- 
sible te explain by deep-seated mental 
tendencies. It is interestine that - not- 
withstanding his thorough belief in the 
efficiency of prayer, he did not recom- 
mend methods such as those that were 
proposed after the time of Darwin.

Tubs of Hot Rice <3. 


N enterprising American firm, 
knowing the fondness for eggs 
and chiclens which lurks in the 
heart of every denizen of far 

Cathay, recently sent a shipment of in- 
cubators to China and thought to sel! 
them like hot cakes. Instead, the hen- 
less hatchers were 4 drug on the mark et 
at Amoy, the spot chosen to break in 
with the Yan«aee goods. And a little in- 
quiry brought forth the reason—Jobn 
Chinaman has his own peculiar way of 
hatchirg eggs without hens or incubators 
and an unusually large percentage of hia 
eges-produce husky chicks. 

His method is derived from the hoariest 
antiquity. 

He first takes a quantity of unhusked 
rice and roasts it, cooling it down by fan- 
ning or by allowing the wind to blow 
through until it is lukewarm. He then 
spreads a three-inch layer of the rice in 
a wooden tub and places about 100 eggs 
thereon: another layer of rice, this sec- 
ond and subsequent layers of rice being 
but two inches in thickness, is spread 
over the eggs. Each tub will have six 
layers of rice and five 4ayers of.eggs, so 
that there will be 500 eggs in each tub. 
The rice ts heated again once every 24 
hours, tne eggs being taken out at such 
times. When the eggs are again put in 
the rice, the bottom laver is placed on top 
and each of the other layers one row. low- 
er down, while the eggs previously in the 
center of the tub or placed at the edge.

OHN HAYS HAMMOND JR., son of 
a celebrated mining engineer. 
erected on the shore of Gloucester 
(Mass.) harbor a wireless station 
with two enormous masts 360 feet high, 
on a granite base. No higher wood 
masts have ever been erected, and they 
have been insured aT Lloyd's for $10,000. 
From his lookout station on the cliff, by 
touching a key, he can steer and start 
or stop his wireless-controlled boat, out 
and back along an eight-mile course filled 
with roc's, shoals and harbor crait, at 
the speed of the swiftest cruiser. 

This boat has, 40-horsepower gasoline 
motors, which propel the-craft, the wire- 
less being used to start and stop her and 
to guide her in whatever course the op- 
erator elects. She has two masts, each -J 
feet high, one - ith alternate black and 
white painted cylinders on it. By these 
masts in the’ daytime he sights the craft 
at any distances. At night these are il 
luminated with clusters of electric lights. 
so that the boat can be guided as well as 
by daylight. 

The steering operator en the lookout: 
platform touchesg‘a key that a child could 
press to rélease the energy emanating 
from the wireless antennae ef the aerials, 
supplied by a private power house near 
by. Mr. Hammond says that only a’ mil- 


_lionth part of the power released from 


the aerials ever reached the boat. The 
rest is dissipated into space. A powerful 
searchlight with a five-foot parabolic 
mirror, more powerful than that of any 
battleship and the brilliancy of 186,000,- 
000 candle power seven miles at sea, fol- 
lows with its beam at night the boat as 
she zigzags about Gloucester harbor, un- 
canny in her avoidance of obstructions 
sometimes with several experts aboard of 
her, and at others without a soul aboard.

They pride themselves on their ability to feel the pub- 
lie’s pnise—when they discuss things theatrical with

"Lhe quarter interest of Lee Shubert was part of the 
original gamble with William A. Brady. When Selwyns 
bought out Brady they offered to buy out Shubert, but 
he said he was willing to continue the gamble—a mat- 
ter of only a few thousand doliars. Under Selwyn man- 
agement “Withia the Law” became a world-wide suc- 
cess. Mr: Shubert’s “investment” of a few thousand 
doliars has already netted him $76,000 and befere ali the 
world has seen the play it will bring him twice as much 
more. 
. Bayard Veiller, the author of the play, would have 
made a small fortune bad he not sold his rights to the 
Selwyns for $10,000. All he receives from the play is a 
weekly stipend of $10¢.

The tube is mounted, therefore, between the-two sides of a great yoke made of 
steel plates and angles. The sides of the yoke come tozether at each end and by 
axies or trunnions these ends are supported in short cylinders made of. steel. 
In these cylinders or cisterns the ends rest like corks floating upon a liquid. Here 
the liquid is mercury, which reduces the friction to a minimum. The yokes are 
turned therefore in tanks of mercury, which accounts for the delicacy of balance 
and of oscillation, just as in the case with the compass on a small scale, 

These tanks are supported by large castiron structures called the pedestals.
